Under Section 63J-1-603 of the Utah Code, the Legislature intends that appropriations provided for the Division of Public Utilities in Iltem 28 of Chapter 10,
Laws of Utah 2012 lapse to the Division's Professional and Technical Services Fund at the close of Fiscal Year 2013.

Commission.
